After working for more than a 
month to escape from the county 
jail, the clever plans of George Ben­ 
nett, charged with grand 
larceny , 
Charles Howard, slated with burglar- 
y , and possibly another prisoner were 
thwarted by Sheriff Van Robertson 
and his deputy , Ed Sny der. 
The 
saw, the soap and the long lead pipe 
which were to be used in the deliv­ 
ery wore found by the officers in 
concealed places Tuesday night. 
It 
is known that the men have been 
working 
on 
the 
plan 
since

August, according to Sheriff Robert­ 
so n, and close watch has been kept 
over them. 
Since the scheme has 
been divulged they have been placed 
in separate cells. 
This week Ben­ 
nett was sentenced to the Indiana Re­ 
formatory for a term of from two 
to twenty -one y ears and Howard was 
sentenced to the same institution to 
serve from ten to twenty y ears for 
burglarizing the home of Leroy Miller 
in this city . 
Some time ago prisoners in an a t­ 
tempt to escape from the county jail 
sawed a bar in two. 
A blacksmith 
later repaired the break. 
In some 
manner an iron saw was given to one 
of the prisoners, presumably to Ho­ 
ward, and with this the liar was saw­ 
ed in two

in November.

Paris, October 20—There was a 
mad scramble of fighting today all 
along 
Serb ia 's northern and eastern 
frontiers. 
The Serbs claimed the advantage 
at a few* points, hut their situation 
was evident desperate. 
The Germans and Austrians con­ 
tinued to advance along the Danube 
and Save Rivers. 
They were making 
fairly rapid progress with their drive 
southward 
through 
the 
Moravian 
Valley . 
The Bulgarians had eight 
separate expeditions on Serbian soil. 
It was over the Bulgars that the 
Serba claims their most important 
victory . 
They had hurled the invad­ 
ers from Yimra they report, and have 
reopened the Salonika-Nish railroad. 
This, however, did not offset the Aus- 
tro-German-Bulgarian progress 
e ls e - 
w’here. 
Franko-British 
troops in strong 
force, it was said, were hurry ing 
northward from Salonika to help the 
Serbs.

ney general because of dissatisfac­ 
tion with Asq uith’s war policy .

that

cabinet 
shakeup is at least under considera­ 
tion. 
That Asq uith was losing influ­ 
ence was generally conceded, many 
of his friends having come over to 
the view’ that though he is a capable 
minister, the premier is not the man 
for an emergency such as the pres­ 
ent one. 
Premier Asq uith passed a satis­ 
factory night and at day break his 
condition wuis improved but he will 
b< confined to 
Ins room all of today , 
said a bulletin issued by his phy si­ 
cian.

Washington, Oct. 20.—Secretary of 
Navy Daniels has made public the 
five-year plan for new construction in 
the navy and for increased personnel 
which the president will submit to 
congress this winter. 
It calls upon congress to appropriate 
this year the sum of $217,652,173, an 
Increase of about $68,000,000 over the 
current naval appropriation. 
It also asks congressional approval 
for a five-year scheme of new con­ 
struction munitions and aviation with 
a total cost of $502,482,000.

iels will ask congress to provide this 
year for increase of 11,500 men for the 
navy. 
Two million dolors is asked for this 
year for aviation and $1,000,000 in each 
of the succeeding years.
